But (wo Twin Falls County residents appreciate the 
beauty of the two-toned blue 1949 Nash now sitting on the 
Wills Motor Co. used car lot and plan to restore the rare 
old beast that looks more like a cartoon car than a jcal 
automobile. — — 

"I thought all of the salesmen would Jump at the 
chance to buy It when Itahowed up on the lot," says Greg 
Wills, "but I was the only one who wanted It." . 

Wills purchased/the 1949 car and plans to start 
restoring It in a few days. 

' Hehas owned It since 1975 but only recently acquired a 
home with enough garage space for It so he's ready for 

restoration. 

The other man who appreciates the old car Is Joe 
Vecera who farms northwest of Buhl. 

Vecera bought the car new In July, 1949, from Greg's 
father, Henry Wilis. 

He drove It continuously until 1975 when hesold it and 
purchased another car from Wills MotorCo. 

When he purchased his new car, Vecera sold the old 
Nash to a woman who drove It only a week and decided 



she didn't like it. She brought It to Wills and traded It In. 

In nearly 30 years', Vecera has had only two cars. He 
says the 95,000 miles on the Nash speedometer Is the 
actualmileogethecarhastroveled. . 

"I drove it to California once when it was new. but 
otherwise I used It to drive to town and as a family car. I 
always took good care of it. That's why people today soy 
It costs so much to operate a car.

He refused to' discuss the nature or 
legality of the alleged investigations, but 
indicated they were slmllor to the surrep- 
titious activities which his office Is 
accused of conducting during probes of the 
radical Weather Underground in the early 
1970s.

Before the Union Pacific Railroad Co. bought 
up the area In 1936 and christened It "Sun 
Valley," the 3,B83-acre Trail Creek Ranch 
stretched from the old mining town of Ketchum 
east Into the beautiful valley through which Trail 
Creek meanders. 

The ranch was first established by Isaac 
Lewis, one of the area's first settlers In the 
1890's, and was later sold in 1912 to Ernest Brass. 
Brass, who migrated to Idaho about the turn of 
the century, came to the Wood River Valley to 
raise cattle. It never crossed his mind that one 
da y hi s r a nch w o u l d b ec om e one of th e wor ld ' s-f 



premier ski resorts, 

The old stories of streams crowded with large, 
native, rainbow trout and horseback rides 
through open pastures and fields come down to 
us today like tales drawn from a traveler's notes 
In another country. 

A visitor to Sun Valley today must be content 
_with_tbe_qulel charm of landscaped walkways 
through a beehive duster of condominiums.- . - 

Few people remember the old country which 
once existed along Trail Creek; but Roberta 



Garrettson and Marge Hetss do. It's unlikely 
they will ever forget it because they are two of 
the five children born 19 Ernest Brass and they 
grewTip-ln SurTVelley — before-lt-was . Sun 
Valley. 

If you ask Roberta Garretlscruttho today lives 
with her husband In Jerome but still owns a 
vacation home In Ketchum, what she recalls 
most vividly about the old place, ahe-answers 
simply, "Oh, just that it was the most fabulous 
.time that ever existed." 

■ She says her father hadon the ranch~Sbout"20tr 
horses which opened up to her thousands of acres 
for exploration and made real a child's dream. 

■ Ketchum was a town of no more than 300 
people during Mrs. Garrettson's childhood. 
There were no, restauranls or hotels, only two 
stores and several Saloons. 

Nature and the landscape were a cfilld's most 
Intimate playmates and Mrs. Garrettson 
remembers fishing with her twin brother on 
Trail Creek, They used willow slicks for tlieir 
"fishing rods then and they'd pull two pound, 
native, rainbow trout out of the stream, ^ 

"Early in the spring we would use periwin- 
kles," she recalls.- "We'd pick up periwinkles 
used-thenuts-b 



My brother can still walk behind someone with 
the best fishing rod in the world and still snag 
fish that no one else can. He sings to them, i 
guess. He learned to do it on Trail Creek when he 
was a boy." * 

In the Elkhom Valley, which neighbors Sun 
Valley, the Elkhom Village resort exisls today. 
II Is a sister city to Sun Valley complete with Its 
own luxury hotel, shopping mail,. condominiums, 
ice rink, tennis eourtsand swimming pool. 
When Mrs. Garrettson" was" a child; "the" 



Elkliorn Valley was grazing land for her father's 
cattle and sheep. She recalls she used to set a 
trapllne (or coyotes there. 

But even in these early days Ihe beauty of the 
valley attracted visitors. Marge Heiss, Mrs. 
Garreltson's. older sister, who also lives in 
Jerome but still spends almost six months a year 
at a second home in Ketchum, says she 
remembers people from the Magic Valley 
migrating north on vacations during the summer 
to camp along the banks of Trail Creek and 
nearby Corral Creek. 

They came then, however, by horse teams. 
Instead of by cor or plane, and Mrs. Heiss recalls 
how, for 5 cents a quart, she used to sell them 
fresh milk from the ranch's dairy cow. 

In the winters, she and her sisters and brother 
would ski to school In Ketchum from the family 
ranch house. The skis they used then were 
Neanderthal versions of modern skis. They were 
made at a sawmill on Warm Springs creek 
northwest of Ketchum and were often 10 and 11 
feet long. They didn't have bindings then and so ' 
they fit the ski with a'canvas or deer or elk hide 
housing to hold the foot In place. A large wooden 
handle from a pitchfork or hoe was then used for 



The ranch house, which was situated about a 
quarter mile east of Ketchum on what Is today 
called Sun Valley Road, was made of board and 
batting and had four large rooms. 

It was this unspoiled country that Count Felix 
Schaffsgolsch discovered In 1936 when he came 
into the Wood River Valley on a mission for the 
Union Pacific Railroad. An alpine expert, the 
Austrian count was looking for the Ideal spot In 
the Wesl .where "the' rannrodjould- build a- 
destination ski resort. 



Mrs. Garrettson recalls riding with the Count 
from Halley to Ketchum when he first visited the 
area. She had just returned from California and 
a snowstorm had elosed the roads to Ketchum. 
Together with Schaffsgotsch and several other 
passengers, she rode In a car behind a anowplow 
that made its way slowly north from Halleyto 
Ketchum: 

He stayed for 10 days exploring the area and 
she remembers when he showed them what 
so meone could do on real al pine skis. 

"He was very impressed*," she recollects. "He' 
climbed up Dollar Mountain and skied down the 
face of that and left a trail that all or us were In 
awe of. Wc always used great big skis about 11 
feet long with canvas housings. We used 
pitchfork handles to slow down. 

In this small Eden that the Brass children had 
to themselves, the future of the area was 
unforeseen, although at times both Roberta and. 
Marge tried to Imagine what lay ahead. 

"Roberta and I used to take care" of a stray 
band of "sheep" Mrs. Heiss recalls, "and we 
would ride out to Elkhom every day and let them 
graze and then put them back In the corral at 
night. We used tp He there looking at "the sky, 
"'" — ~tlafl.u> happen to t h e - 



ranch. What would happen when Dad got old and 
we grew up? We used to worry about It because 
we.would see so many abandoned farms." 

In 1936, Union Pacific bought the Trail Creek 
Ranch from Ernie Brass and completed 
construction of the Sun Valley Lodge in the same 
year. Doris Taylor, who worked-for the resort 
when the railroad owned It, recalls that Union 
Pacific bought the 3,883-acre ranch for 139,000. " 
—Sun Valley was . bom then, , and the area has 
neverbeenlhesamer ; -

Andrus, testifying before "the Senalc Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, said the 1902 Reclamation Act should be 
amended to allow- an- Increase In the size of family farms that 
may receive government-subsidized water. 

The secretary urged Congress to reaffirm the original intent 
of the law lo promote family farming by also forcing corporate' 
and absentee landlords off the Irrigated lands wllhlnllvc years. 

The 1902 law set limits of 160 acres in single ownership and 320 
acres owned •by.a family that could receive low-cost water .from 
federal reclamation projects. 

Andrus proposed that the acreag e limit ation he inrrpnsrd in 



320 acres for an individual and to 640 acres for a family "to keep 
p ace with chan ging economlc-and .social conditions. " . The 



proposal also would allow delivery of wotcr to an additional 
acres leased by an individual and to twice that acreage if loosed 
by a family. 

Andrus said decisions by some of his predecessors had 
"distorted" the original goals of the 1902 law, allowing 11 to be 
used for supplying cheap water tolarge landholders. 

VFamlly farms contributing to the general welfare arc the 
objective - not opportunities for speculation and proflleerlng at 
the ex p ense of th e taxpay er,'' he said. "The law should work to 
provide homes, Jobs and adecent way of I lie." ' . 

Although the Jaw applies to 17 western stales, Andrus said 
most of the abuses had occurred' in Collfornlo where some 
landholdings In the thousands of acres are getting the subsidized 
water.

The secretary testified at the opening of the second day of 
bearings on the law, whlc^as come under attack by both its 
friends and foes. 

Many o the some 40 witnesses appearing at the hearings sold 
the goal f the law was a noble one, but that'll should be 
amende i prevent its abuse by Jorge agricultural Interests. 

Others argued that the law was badly outdated and should be 
amended to meet modem agricultural conditions by cither 
increasing the acreage limits or by doing away with them

TWIN FALLS - A Twin Falls woman, who 
suspects her daughter's health problems and death 
were linked 16 A-bomb radiation her husband 
absorbed, Is planning legal action agalnsl the . 
federal government. 

The woman's husband, Bobby J. Butler, now a 
45-year-old maintenance worker at Amalgamated 
.Sugar Co.. witnessed two nuclear blasts In I95X 
Then- 21-year-old daughter, Anne Marie Farnworlh, 
died last year. 

Mrs. Butler said Thursday the radiation her 
husband absorbed while watching the blasts could 
have caused her daughter's health problems and 
death, and may also be responsible for her 
husband's dental problem. 

The woman said she is trying to organic a group 
of others In similar circumstances to take some 
form of legal action against the federal government 
within a month. 

She said she has already discussed the matter 
with three others In similar clrcumstailcTST 
Including Jack Parrot!, a 4I-yfcar-old Eden towing 
service operator who suspects a nuclear blast he 
witnessed caused him severe headaches and 
premature balding. _ ' 

Mrs. Butler charges that her daughter died ln~ 
July, 1977, of unknown causes. The daughter, whose 
death came on suddenly, had been bothered by: 

mysterious Illnesses forycars . 

But Twin Falls County Coroner Cloyce Edwards 
said an autopsy of the daughter revealed that she 
could hove died or an overdose of propoxyphene . 
darvon.apaln-klller. 

The coroner sold iabjests showed Ihc daughter 
had 10 to 40 times the normal amount of darvon In 
Ihc bloodstream expected after a "normal dosage. 
;_ ."and that could have been enough to do it though no 
one can say for sure." ' 
Mrs, Butler also charges her husband; who two 



months ago told the Times-News he thought he had 
experienced no health problems as a result of Ihc 
nuclear blast, has recently hod lo visit o,dentlst 
because of dental problems- lhat may be related to 
the blast. 

Edwards said he felt II was unlikely Ihe Butlers' 
health problems were caused by nuclear radiation. 
"My own thinking Is it would have effected them a 
longllmebclorcnow,"hesald. ■ 

Mrs. Butler said, she and her husband didn't start 
to suspect the radiation may hove Indirectly caused 
Ihelr daughter's death until last February' when 
they read about the Pentagon's allempl to reach all 
those Involved In - government nuclear testing 
belwecn 1946 and 1963. 

Mr. Butler earlier said he had been ordered Into a 
4-foot-decp trench o mile from a nuclear lest site 
aboul 70 miles northwest of Las Vegas on two 
different days In 1953. 

When the bomb was dropped from o 300-foot 
tower, "all or us got down on our knees with our 
hands over our races and with our eyes closed," Mr. 
Butler said. "We were told the flash was loo bright 
to see". We weren't supposed to get up until the 
Inlllal shock wove went by ... II was like being In a 
rowboat In rough water." 

After the blasts, Mr. Butler said the soldiers were 
ordered to march out of the Ircnch and toward 
"detonation zero" until they were as close-as the 
r Army felt they could go without experiencing 
dnng ero usly^hlgh le vels o f radiation.^

So, the plan sllll says in one section that five 
acres is the mlnlmulm size allowed for 
subdivision of land parcels in agricultural zones 
while another section of the plan sets 20 acres as 
the minimum allowable division or agricultural 
lands. 

Ed Woods, zoning administrator, told the 
board he has been advised by the county 
attorney that another public hearing will be 
required lo resolve the Inconsistency In the plan. 
'• Last week, the planning and zoning com- 
mission voted lo change the 20-acrc minimum 
size designation for farms to rive acres. In doing 
so, the board first voted to adopt the plan in its 
entlrity with the exception of section 12.6. 

The commission then adopted section 12.6, 
dealing with goals and policies, after changing 
the acreage limit from 20 to5acres. 

The section now reads,"Llmlt land In the 
agricultural zone to 5 acre parcels minimum and 
require any further division be approved cither 
by PUD (planned unit development) or sub- 
division ordinance, bolh of which require a 
publlchcorlng." 

In section 12.3, defining "agricultural" areas, 
thcplanstales, "One of the most critical factors 
in protecting productive agricultural land is to 
maintain large land parce ls wh[ch_can be 
"(armeil on an econmomlcal^basls. It Is 
recommended that 20 acres be the minimum size ■ 
parce|m these areas, "

WASHINGTON ( UP1 > - Concurrent resolutions calling on the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms to stop its proposed . 
firearms tracing program were Introduced today by Sen. James 
McClurc, R-Idaho. and Rep. John M. Ashbrook, R-Ohlo. 

They said the program was "a direct assault to congressional 
Intent." 

"Wcconslder this to be a dangerous bureaucratic intervention 
Into the legislative process," McCiure said. "It Is a dangerous 
move against clearly and repeatedly expressed congressional 
legislative Intent." -\ ' ' ' 

According to the propose regulations by the bureau, rccortlsof. . 
all transactions of firearms - handguns,, rifles and shotguns - 
would be required to be placed in the agency's propose 
computer bank. The records would include all firearms sales 
from manufacturers, importers and exporters to wholesalers, 
jobbers and distributors; from distributors to dealers, and from 
dealerstothepubllc. ' 

"Since firearms control first became an Issue before Congress 
and throughout the legislative history of the Gun.Control Ac} of 
1968, Congress has rejected the very concept of a national 
. firearms reglstrallon," McClurc said. "^cnUme this has been — 
— brought to ^congressional vote, both hc4jsefrhavfrrepeatedly"»ald— "■ 
'noVfofederalgunregistratlon.'' , : 

McCiure accused the Carter administration of attempting lo 
enact Jit anti-firearms package by bureaucratic regulation, 
"knowing well the Impossibility of passing any prohibitive 
flreatrns legislation through Congress this election year." 

The senator said the bureau's proposed computer bank lor' 
gun registration, from the paperwork expected to be generated, 
isestimated conservatively tocost S5 million. 
- Rep. George Hansen, R-Idaho, also said he was preparing 
legislation to block the bureau's "backdoor" approach to 

Increased federal gun controls. - 

"No matter how you word it, wharthe agency is proposing is 
gun controls without congressional approval," Hansen said. . 

"Our resolution will require them In the future to seek explicit 
congressloruiljiuthorizatlon before proposing any such rules or 
" regulallons for the cohsblidatibh, cehtrallialion or gathering of 
reevrds," Hansen said. "The resolution will also prohibit any 
additional serial number requirements, since the additional 
numbers wouliLserve no useful purpose 'and would result In 
Increased costs to consumers, as well as more paperwork for 
thegpyernmerif,'' :
